St. Patrick’s Peace. 


_ Thursday of next week will be the Feast 
i St. Patrick. Myr. Justice Gibson has 
asked whether it will be one of the blackest 
St. /Patrick’s Days in the history of Ire- 
land or whether there will be a gleam 
of hope. Assuredly there will be no gleam 
of hope if well-disposed Irishmen merely 
continue to search one another's faces for 
it. We repedt for the twentieth time our 
conviction that ninety per cent. of the Irish 
people desire passionately an end of the 
prevailing conditions of moral anarchy, 
political tumult, and economic decay. The 
will for peace is almost universal ; we need 
only an opportunity for its expression. 
The campaign of murder—to-day’s news- 
papers are red with blood—blocks the 
road to a sane and just settlement of Irish 
affairs The alternatives are such a settle 
ment and national ruin, and every new 


day of civil warfare brings ruin nearer 
to our doors. Every peace begins with a. 
truce. If a truce could be called in Ire- 
land to-morrow; representative meh could 
meet to discuss terms of political agree- 
ment; and, as we believe, a way of 
escgpe from an intolerable situation wquld

When the Conference began the Greek 
and Turkish delegations presented their 
respective claims in regard to Smyrna 
and Eastern Thrace. Both were equally 
uncompromising; each was supported 
by a bewildering array of “ unassailable ”’ 
figures, The Allies, 
selves of these turbulent people, pro- 
posed that a Commission should be sent = 
Smyrna and Eastern Thrace in order 
establish beyond peradventure a 
ethnical proportions. The Greeks and the 
Turks promised to submit this proposal 
to their Governments at Athens and, 
Angora, and the Allies proceeded to the | 
next business. On Friday the rivals in 
the Near East came before the Conference | 
again. The Turks announced that they 
had been instructed to accept the Allies’ 
proposal, and pledged themselves, moreover, 
to compliance with all the other provisions 
of the Treaty of Sévres, “ provided they 
be adapted to conditions indispensable to 
the existence of a free and independent 
Turkey.” This reservation, of course, robs 
their “acceptance ” of all positive mean- 
ing. They allege also that the Greek 
authorities are employing all sorts of 
coercive measures in the Smyrna vilayet, 
in order to force the Turkish inhabitants 
to declare themselves in favour of Hellenic 
rule. Naturally, this charge is reinforced 
by accusations of the worst kind of 
atrocities. 

The Greeks refused to have anything 
to do with the proposed Commission. When 
the Allies’ suggestion was dis@ussed last 
week by the Constituent Assembly at 
Athens the followers both of M. Venizelos 
and of King Constantine rejected it with 
scorn. M. Calogeropoulos, who is leading 
the Greek. delegation in London, told the 


Allies on Friday that acceptance of their 


proposal would be “equivalent to the sur- 
render by Greece of rights definitely estab- 
lished by endless sacrifices made by the 
Greeks in common with her great Allies.” 
The reference to “endless sacrifices,” so 
far as Greece is concerned, of course, is 
sheer nonsense. Smyrna and Thrace 
were. given by the Allies to Greece 
for two reasons. In the first place, the 
expulsion: of King Constantine from 
Athens placed the Allied Powers under a 
very definite obligation to M. Venizelos; 
and, in the next place, they were deter-

The Bruce’s Heart. 


Scotsmen throughout the world will be 
stirred by the discovery at Melrose Abbey 
of a leaden casket containing a human 
heart. By long ,stradition, the far- 
travelled heart of & bert Bruce rests at 
Melrose. His body was buried at Dun- 
fermline, but he ordered his friends to 
carry his beart in war “against the 
Saracens.”' Douglas obeyed this last 
behest and, in fierce battle with the 
Moors on the plains of ‘Andalusia, he 
threw the heart into the thickest fray, 
meas it, and was slain. The Bruce's 
eart was recovered and brought bac 
Scotland, and was buried, i a ra 
Scotsmen believe, in Melrose Abbey. There 
is ho present proof, however, that the 


}newly discovered heart is the famous 


relic. The latter, according to tradition, 
was placed in a silver casket under the 
high altar of the Abbey, .The heart which 
has now been excavated is enclosed’ in 
lead; it was found outside the Abbey ;

GERMAN SHIPPING COUP. 

Much interest, says The Times, now surrounds 
the employment of two large ex-German 
steamets—the Crostafels and Goldenfels—which 
were among those delivered by Germany to 
the Reparations Commission under the terms 
of the Peace Treaty. These steamers, 4,900 
tons and 7,400 tons, respectively, were originally 
employed in the services of the Hansa Line of 
Germany. It is understood that the steamers 
have now been chartered to the Hamsa Line, 
and are intended, no doubt, to assist in the re- 
establishment. of the services of the Hansa Line, 
which before the war traded largely between 
Germany and India. The first Hansa Line 
vessel to re-open the German service was re- 
cently reported to have arrived at Caleutia 
from Germany, and carried, it is understood, 
the Hansa Line superintendent, who was resi- 
dent at Caleutia before the war.

I repeat that we are 
prepared to do our uttermost, and that.we are 
of goodwill, for that is essential to any accerd. 
But you will readily . agree that our 
goodwill finds a natural limit in our 
capacity and resources. The Treaty _ itself 
recognises this. Furthermore, the economic 
problems of our time are such that the co- 
operation of all countries is necessary for their 
solution, and the reparations problem is doubt- 
lessly a leading factor therein. We have only 
our labour and our industrial products to offer 


in payment, but just these two are in many 
cases most undesirable to countries entitled to 
reparation, if they appear as competition. Care- 
ful consideration is, therefore, necessary, and 
the collaboration of both sides concerned is 
essential. With such, I do not see why a 
solution should not be found.”’ 

While Dr. Von Simons did not want to be 
quoted beyond the above statement, it was 
understood, in reply to questions, that he had 
a free hand in these discussions. 

Questions were'asked as to whether he would 
to-day produce a new plan, or merely explain 
the old, and it was understood that the Minister 
held the view that mere explanation would not 
help to bridge the gulf, and that, therefore, in 
all probability new proposals would be forth- 
coming.

The car, which 
was owned by Mr. McGrath, was driven by 
O'Neill. When it was passing along the Mala- 
hide road, close to the O’Brien Institution, and 
was passing a. military car, a number of re- 
volver shots were heard, accompanied by two or 
three bomb explosions. 

The military car escaped, but the chauffeur 
of Mr, McGrath’s car was shot dead at, the firet 
volley, a bullet entering the unfortunate man’s 
ear, and he remained seatod in the driver 's seat 


until his dead body was removed from the | 


vehicle. The shooting continued for two or 
three minutes, and in the course of it Yr, 
O’Dowd sustained a bullet wound in the arm. 
The attacking party had been concealed behind 
the wall of the, O’Brien Institution, and when 
they ceased fire a number of men jumped ont 
on to the roadway and surrounded the car, 
ordering the occupants to put up their hands. 
They demanded if the party had any fireirms, 
and searched them. In the case of Mr. O'Dowd, 
who is a civil servant, the ambushérs took 
possession of all his documents, including his 
cheque book. 

The Fire Brigade ambulance was called from 
the residence of Lady Porter, widow of the late 
Sir Andrew Porter, Master of the Rolls, which 
is close ~o- the scene of the ambush. 
O'Neill's dead body and Mr. O'Dowd “were 
carried to the Mater Misericordie Hospital. 
Mr. O’Dowd’s wound was dressed by the 
surgical staff, and he was able to go to his 
home. John O'Neill, the man who was killed, 
was about 40 years of age, and in addition 
to a bullet wound in the head-had also been 
shot in the abdomen. Mr. O’Dowd’s wound was 
in the right forearm.

THE RUSSIAN REVOLT. 


PROCLAMATION BY LENIN, 


REBEL ULTIMATUM TO 
MOSCOW. 


According to a Riga message the Moscow 
papers publish a proclamation signed by Lenin 
wand Trotsky. 
13th the Paris Matin published a Helsingfors 
message to the effect that sailors at Kronstadt 
had risen against the Soviet Government. 

“This French Secret Service Message,” says 
the proclamation, “only preceded events by a 
short space of time, for just a few daye later 
these events commenced and were expected, 
and certainly prepared by, the French Secret 
Service. In Kronstadt an@® Petrograd pro- 
clamations were issued by the White Guards, 
while the Socialists—making use of the food 
and fuel crisis—commenced an agitation among 
the working classes. On February 23 sailors 
of the steamer Petropavlovsk at Kronstadt 
began disturbances, and passed a reactionary 
Socialist resolution, which was adopted on the 
lst March by a public meeting. 

SOVIET MEASURES. 

“On the 2nd March the former Artillery 
General, Kozlovskis, and two other officers, 
names unknown, oa ee in the disturb- 
ances, and pine A a M. Kusmin, Comniissary of 
the Baltic Sea Fleet, and M. Vasiliev, Chair- 
man of the Soviet in Kronstadt, as well as 
other Soviet leaders.

Sir,—I have the honour, by direction of the 
President and Counci] of this Association, to 
refer to my letter to you of the 15th January 
last, with which I transmitted the terms of a 
resolution adopted at the quarterly meeting of 
this Association, held on the 13th January last, 
with reference to the report of the Select Com- 
mittee on Telephone arges, and the action 
proposed to be taken by the Postmaster-General 
with respect to such charges in the future. 

In that resolution the Association urged the 
institution óf a new inquiry (1) in the necessity 
for the pr new telephone charges; (2) for 
the purpose of securing efficiency in the tele- 
phone service; and (3) for inquiring as to the 
desirability of placing the telephone system 
under a properly constituted board. 

At their monthly meeting held yesterday, my 
Council had under consideration the decision of 
His Majesty's Government to appoint a Select 
Committee to make a further inquiry. My 
Council are of opinion that this further myuiry 
should not have been entrusted vo a Committee | 
composed entirely of members of Pachament. 
They trust, therefore, that, if the Government 
are committed to a Select Committee of mem- | 
bers of Parliament to make this investigation, | 
it will be possible to add to the Committee re- | 
presentatives of industrial and commercial | 
organisations who might «it as amessors with | 
the Committee. “They strongly urge that any 
increase of charges necessary in the immediate | 
future should be secured by way of a percentage 
increase on the ¢@xisting rules, and that the pre- | 
sent system of charging should not, under’ any | 
circumstances, be abolished before the report of | 
the new Committee is available. 

Afy Council do not resist’ the addition of a | 
percentage increase to the existing telephone | 
system of eharges to cover the present high | 
cost of the services, whether it be due to war | 
bonuses to the employés or to inefficiency; but 
my Council strongly object to the stereotyping 
of charges due to these causes as a permanent 
burden upon a great business facility required | 
by the nation. It also appears to them that. 
the new system of nom hÍ would build up an | 
interest in the department hostile to the exten- 
sion of the system of automatic télephone ex- 
changes, which many of the best authorities be- 
lieve to be the most convenient and progressive 
system for greater part of the exchanges of 
the country. 

The new form of agreement proposed to the 
subscriber appears to assume that the individual 
subject has no rights and is not entitled to re 
ceive any consideration.. Jnter alia he is called 
upom to accept the Post Office record of the calls 
he may use, but is often firmly of the yp on 
thet mistakes have been made. The charge 
notes uf the d system will be a 
perpetual source of irritation, and His Majesty's 
Government do not reatise the continued feeling 
of hostility that will be roused against them by 
the enforcement of such a system.

The Dublin University Choral Society de- 
serve the gretitude of all music lovera in, 
Dublin for performing so sublime a work “4 
the Mozart Requiem. One must deplore the | 
fact that we get so little chance of hearing | 
the great choral and orchestral works, for it is | 
im- 
terest of the musical public in a city wanes. 
The predominant quality in the performance | 
on last Friday afternoon was ite enthusiasm. | 
One could feel that everybody . was carried 
away by the sheer beauty of the music. | 

Mozart's Kequiem is one of the works that 
approaches nearest to the 6th century Greek | 
spirit. In this it surpasses even the great, 
Brahm's Requiem, which deseribes 4 more 

rsonal state of mind. Mozart sacrifices all 
is love of the world and its pleasures, and 
becomes humble and trembling in order to 
speak wo God. His soul ia peaceful and eon- 
vinced of the grandeur of religion, and yet 
there is a touching al melancholy | 
about the phrases that show that Mozart sae 
thinking of himself when he was asking eter- 
na! repose for others. 

The Examination Hall, in some ways, w not 
ideal for choral and orchestral works on ac- | 
count of the echo, and some accompaniments | 
were marred by the blaring of the brass, | 
notably, in the Hee Tremendeae and the Domine | 
Jesu. One must remember that in Mozart's | 
day there were no brass trombones, |

HIGH BAROMETER 
READINGS.

HOW WEATHER IS MADE, 
(FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT) 
The fine dry weather of the pust month was 
accompanied by some, very high readings of 
the barometer. At Armagh the corrected read- 
ing at 9 a.m. on the 10th was 50.880 inches, 


and, at the same time on the 26th, 50.860. 


These figures, though high enough to call for 
remark in this country, are by no means un- 
exampled. For some years past the type of 
weather prevailing in the British Isles during 
the winter has been almost exclusively cyclonic. 
But the anticyvionic winter type is saimost 
equally. common, especially in January and 
February, and readings of 30.80 inclies and 
over may be expected to óocur again at this 
rear in wear future, as the opposite 
typo of weather has had « long innings, which 
now seems definitely to have come to an end. 
A brief search ough my records had 
brought to light the following readings :— 
January 28th, 1905, 30.944 inches; January ist, 
1902, 30.964 inches ; ecg 9th, 1896, W.965 
inches. Readings above Al inches do occa- 
sionally occur in the British Isles, though more 
rarely here than in the interior of Europe and 
Asia. It may seem paradoxical to some that 
the highest barometer readings should occur in 
winter, when fine weather is rare. But the 
reason is a simple one. Moist air is lighter 
than , and warm air ia lighter than cold. 


Í where the air is ¢old and dry, while an area of 


high air pressure (or, in other words, high 
barometer) always lies over Continenta] lands, 
where the air is cold and dry, while an area of 
pressure lies over the great oceans, The 
readings known are those 
recorded in certain cm of Siberia in winter, 
while over the Continent of Europe readings 
above 31 inches are not unneuál, especially in 
Russia. sd 
The Continental winter anticyclone and its 
antithesis, the North Atlantic cyelone, are the 
two main factors in British weather, for we 
lie just on the frontier, where the two systems 
are perpetually contending for the mastery. 
The great winter gales, which are among the 
most familiar and constant features of British 
weather, are offehoots from the North Atlantic 
cyclone.

ST. DABEOC’S HEATH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—Is not “OC. H. B.” a little too “ cock- 
sure " in crediting the Irish monks with having 
“ undoubtedly ” carried St. Dabece’s heath from 
this country to Central France? I think I ean 
safely say that the scientific lecturer on whom 
he ie so severe in to-day’s pronouncement would 
not have imparted that information. In his 
commonplace style—but with a laudable omis- 
sion of the word “ undoubtedly '—he would, I 
think, have been much more likely to hint at a 
migration in ‘the Opposite direction—from 
Central France to Ireland. For instance, in 
Bentham's *‘ Handbook of the British Flore ” 
(seventh edition), the plant is spoken of as 
“commen on the heathy wastes of the Asturias

and.” No such supposition, so far as I know, 
was ever gi nm sú of the Connemara or Bt. 
Dabeoe’s heath of ordinary botanists, whether 
English or Irish, ‘I have already quoted 
Bentham (edited by Hooker) ón its Buropean 
distribution. Our¥*¥ leading Irish text-book 
(Cybele Hibernica, ed, ) describes it as 
“ abundant in Northern Spain and in Portugal, 
rare in South-West France, ceasing south of the 
Lowe; ocourring also in a dwarf variety in the 
Asores.” In a later work, Praeger’s ' Tourist's 
Flora of the West of Ireland” (1909), it is said 
to be confined, outside Ireland, to “ the Spanish 
peninsula and the Afores."" I admit that in 
reporting the Fa from the neighbourhood of 
Tours, “C. H. B.” apparently enlarges our 
knowledge of its range; for Tours stands on the 
north bank of the Loire. and the statement in 
Cybele Hibernica is definite that the heath ceases 
south of that river. But why must a monk 


have brought it from Ireland to the northern 


bank of the Loire when it already grew on tho 
southern? An interesting lecture might cer- 
tainly be given on “ C. H. B.'s” reasons why. 

Edo not, indeed, “ put it beyond” those ruth- 
less “ splitters” to have discevered within the 
past dozen years that there are two forme of 
the old Bt. Ddbeoc’s heath, with geographical 
ranges possibly divided by the River Loire. 
But even this discovery would hardly justify the 
assumption that the northern form must have 
travelled from Ireland to Tours rather than 
from Tours to Ireland. On the other hand, if 
we really have still only one 8t. Dabeoe’s 
health—the plant that our ancestors knew—did 
the monks also carry it to the Azores ? 

I take it to be the more generally accepted 
view of the present. distribution of this heath 
and of other West-Irish and Pyrenean , lants 
that they onee formed part of the common flora 
of the whole of Western Europe (this was the 
view put forward by Professor Carpenter in the 
Irish Naturalist in 1896), but that either land. 
subsidence or some other destroying cause 
(Professor Carpenter suggests that com- 
i of stronger invading forms would 

led to their disappearance from 
the few localities where they 
still exist. On the removal of the ex- 
terminating cause—supposing this to have heen 
a general gubmergence—the old plants would be 
prevented from returning te their former 
“ habitats” by the greater rapidity with which 
many more quickly moving species took 
sion of the ground before them. This, I con- 
fess, is é drier exposition than that given us by 
““C. H. B.” in his charming, but possibly too 
poetic, picture of those “shy traffickers, the 
dark Iberians,”’ bearing “through sheets of 
foam” the various heaths, Ssaxifrages, and 
butterworts that now form our “ Lusitanian ”’ 
flora to a country little disposed to pay for such 
commodities. The poetic view may be right, but 
it seems to me there is room for speculation.—
